IRELAND. 

Friday  fe'night  a  meeting  of  magif- 
trates  took  place  tic  HilUborotigh, 
where  lord  Carhamptan  attended.— 
The  reftilt  of  the  meeting  was,  that 
live  of  the  parifhes  in  the  county  of 
Down,  which^adjoin  the  county  of  Ar- 
magh, were  puc  out  of  the  king's 
peace.  A  limilar  meeting  took  place 
at  Antrim  on  Saturday,  of  the  magis- 
trates of  (  hat  county,  attended  aifo  by 
lord  Carhampton. 

After  agreeing  to  the  following  re- 
folurions,  lord  vifcount  O'Neal  in  the 
chair,  they  adjourned  to  the  23d  inft. 
at  Ballyineoa. 

1  Refol ved,  that  at  this  alarming  cri- 
lis,  when  we  are  threatened  with  a  fo- 
reign invafion,  and  when  feditious  af- 
fociationsare  formed,  hoftile  to  the  in- 
ternal tranquility  and  regular  govern- 
ment of  the  country,  it  Is  the  duty  of 
every  man  who  values  the  blelfings  or 
our  conllitution,  to  (land  forward  in 
defence  of  the  laws,  and  of  that  rati- 
onal liberty  ami  fecunty,  which  the 
due  exccniion  of  them  affords  to  the 
perfons  and  properties  of  all  bis  ma- 
jefty's  fubjeds. 

Refolved,  that  we  fee  with  indigna- 
tion and  abhorrence,  a  fyttem  of  aifaf- 
fination  and  outrage  making  its  ap- 
pearance in  tiiis  country,  a  (yftem 
which  (tops  the  channel  of  public  jnf- 
cice,  robs  every  individual  of  his  dear- 
eft  rights,  and  has  materially  injured 
the  commercial  credit  of  the  country. 

Refolved,  that  this  attrccious  fyftem 
has  originated  in  unlawful  meetings, 
ield  under  the  pretext  of  promoting 
iefo.ni,  the  members  of  which  we 
have  good  grounds  to  believe,  are  uni- 
ted undei  the  obligation  of  unlawful 
oaths. 

Refolved,  that  a  continuance  of  end 
fyftem  of  terror  and  intimidation, 
which  has  been  eftablifhed  in  this 
country,  will  lead  to  the  inevitable  ne- 
ceffity  of  havirrg  recourfe  to  that  re- 
medy which  a  late  law  has  provided 
in  fach  cafes. 

Refolved,  that  when  a  foreign  ene- 
my is  making  preparations  to  invade 
our  mores,  when  it  becomes  the  duty 
of  all  well  affected  fubjecls  to  form 
Sine.nlel  ve<  into  armed  bodies^uider 
the  legiflatnre,  for  the  defence  of  their 
property,  it  isneceffary  to  declare  that 
We  will  fnpport,  at  every  hazard,  the 
formation  of  fuch  corps,  which  in  cer- 
tain parts  of  this  opulent  county  have 
been  hitherto  obltructed  by  menace 
and  infult. 

Refolved,  that  as  men  and  magis- 
trates, we  will  ufe  our  bell  exertions 
to  ft  op  the  progrefs  of  fedition,  out- 
rage and  aflaifination,  in  whatever

INVASION  OF  IRELAND. 
Extract  of  a  letter  from  Dublin,  De- 
cember t. 
:  "  Yefterday  our  city  experienced  a 
fcene  of  coufufion  that  I  can  fcarcely 
defcribe. 

«  At  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
an  exprefs  arrived  from  the  mayor  of 
Cork,  Hating  that  feveral  fail  of 
French  line  of  battle  (hips,  convoying 
a  thoufand  flat  bottomed  boats,  with 
150,000  men,  were  plainly  difcerna- 
ble,  (landing  to  us  for  the  more,  and 
making  preparations  for  landing. 

"  The  Lord  Lieutenant  immediate- 
ly fent  for  the  commander  in  chief, 
who  fummoned  a  council  of  war,  at 
which  all  the  ftaff  officers  were  pre- 
fent ;  and  while  they  were  delibera- 
ting wnat  to  do,  the  report  circulated 
like  wild  fire  through  every  part  of 
the  metropolis  ;  and  by  one  o'clock 
it  was  afferted  on  Change,  that  400.000 
men  had  made  good  their  landing, 
muHered  all  the  men  in  Crookhaveri, 
ravilhed  the  women  and  then  fet  fire 
to  the  town,  which  was  foon  reduced 
,£o  allies;   and  chat  they  afterwards 


marched  for  Cork,  with  intent  to  put 
all  the  men  to  death  there,  to  plun- 
der that  city,  and  reduce  it  to  a  heap 
of  ruins ! 

"The  privy  council  was  ad'embled 
in  the  great  council  chamber  ;  the  ge- 
neral ollicers  in  another  part  of  the 
callle.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the  ci- 
ty and  fuburbs  who  had  red  coats  put 
them  on.  Fierce  cocked  hats,  cock- 
ades, fwords  and  firelock*  were  to  be 
found  in  every  itrect  j  and  to  fay  the 
truth,  there  feemed  to  be  the  appear- 
ance of  alacrity  ;  and  tho'  much  con- 
fulion  was  to  be  found,  no  difmay  was 
vilible. 

"  Exprefles  were  immediately  dif- 
patched  to  order  the  people  to  drive 
all  their  cattle  from  the  coajtt  into  the 
interior,  and  to  remove  their  valua- 
bles ;  and  a  meflenger  w  as  fc  »r  to  En- 
gland with  this  alarming  intelligenc  e. 

"At  two  o'clock,  rumor  annihila- 
ted Cork,  Watcrford  and  Kinfale,  and 
announced  the  enemy  on  his  march  to 
Dublin,  laying  walie  to  every  town 
and  village  through  which  he  travel- 
led, that  the  Pfkf  of  Day  Boys  had 
joined  him,  and  were  his  guides. 

«  At  four  o'clock  another  exprefs 
arrived  from  the  mayor  of  Cork,  with 
the  agreeuble  intelligence  that  the  fe- 
venty  fail  of  French  line  of  battle  /hips 
with  one  thoufand  flat  bottomed  boats 
and  an  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand 
men,  turned  out  to  be  the  homeward 
bound  Eaft-lndia  fleet,  on  their  way 
to  Plymouth,  and  that  the  burning 
down  Ci  ookhaven  was  nothing' more 
than  a  chimney  on  fire  !
